Last night, after the performance of Catherine and Petruchio, Dry- 
t den’s piece, called King Arthur, was revived, and the sooner it is con- 
signed to the oblivion from which it has been raked, the better for the 
individuals who may visit this Theatre, as it is one of the most lamentably 
\ tiresome and wearisome dramatic nuisances to all who have taste, and 
1 who are not carried away by the ferocious enthusiasm excited in the gal- 
leries when a couple of hundred of Saxon warriors, dressed most atroci- 
ously out of character, rush on the stage, extend their spears and battle- 
axes in diagonal lines, first one way, and then the other, and finally rush 
off again. As for the music, it is the heaviest of a heavy class of operatic 
writings, cold and frosty as the chilliest icicles hanging in a Lapland cave. 
; Jack and the Bean Stalk would have been as good a revival as last 
7 night’s King Arthur: all the scenes were deficient in unity of feeling and 
sympathy with the tone of the drama—such as it was. When the cur- 
tan descended on the last scene of this pot pourri of pantomime, opera, 
and melodrama, there was applause, and Mr. Macready by his appearance 
responded to the furious calls of the galleries and his personal friends. 
The Attic Story concluded the performances.

Theatre Royal.—In the present week Mr. H. Betty has played se- 
veral popular characters, and most of them with great success. We saw 
him in Alewander, “the son of Phillip,” the wildgteation of poor Nat. 
Lee, and were agreeably startled by the performance. He looked the 
unbridled and reckless monarch to the life, and in many of the scenes 
produced a powerful effect by his glowing representation of the character, 
and his finely-managed declamation. The closing scene of Alexander’s 
life was a touching and masterly picture; and, though capable of im- 
provement, was yet the product of genius and refined art. In the part 
of Selim, in Barbarossa, Mr.Betty made some excellent hits, to adopt 
the theatrical phrase ; but still, the acting was defective in many respects, 
the nice shading of character, so skilfully accomplished by the practised 
artist, being greatly overlooked. In Zhoas, in Talfourd’s beautiful 
Play of TheAthenian Captive, we had not the pleasure of seeing him, but 
report speaks loudly in his favour, and the Play, we understand, went 














off well. Last evening he enacted the part of Claude Melnotte, in The 
j Lady of Lyons, for his own benefit. We were highly gratified by the 
‘ entire performance, and portions of it were equal to anything of the kind 
P at present to be seen on the English stage. The house was crowded, and 
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the audience testified their approbation by cheers and shouts. At the 
close of the Play Mr. Betty was called for by the audience, and, in obe- 
dience to the compliment, made his bow, accompanied by MissWoolgar, 
on whom he gallantly expressed his desire that the applause should be 
bestowed. Mr. Betty closes his engagement here this evening with Mac- 
beth.—We are pleased to mark the rapid improvement which Miss W oolgar 
is making in her profession. Her performance last evening as Pauline 
Deschapelles was distinguished by much talent and feeling. — The Man- 
chester Times, Nov. 12.
